pome Accouns of Iis Supposed Origin—
what the Ancients Did, and What
the Present Generation Do on
that Day—With a Notice
of Jokes Perpe-
trated by the
Youngsters,

As next Monday will be the First of April, and
by virtue of custom All-Fools' day, whereon
the youth especially exert their cuuning for
smusement at others’ expanse, and ns itis n
day peculinrly celebrated by all natious, some
acconnt of it may not be uninteresting to our
renders,

It ie not our intention, Wowever, to enter
into a long and labored disyuisition as to how,
in what manner, and under what peculiar cir-
eumitances it originated, since the materials
for such an elaboration are few, and, at best,
merely suppositions, This we know—that
there is such aday, that it invariably comes
on the First of April, and that, on that day,
persons innnmerable are made unwilling sub-
jeets for all manner of practical jokes,

On the First of April, 1712, Lord Doling-
broke, at a siate banguet, remarked that,
notwithstanding the Duke of Marlborongh
kad not lost a single battle in the “glorious
wars of Queen Anne,” yet the French had
earried their point, the suceession of the
Spanigh monarchy, the pretended cange of the
wiard, Dean Switt
said it was “a due donation for All-Fools’
day.”” And although the First of April had
been celebrated long anterior to this time,
yet this remark of the eminent humorist
became the initiative of a title which thenoe-
forward was associated with this day, now
known by all nationsg, and understood by all |
individuals, especiully after, having uncon-
sciously committed some ladicrous act, they
aresaluted by some waggish youngster with—
“Ah! You ;\I_rl'il fon] 1M

We have renson to believe that the obser
vance of the First of April as a day whercon to
render everybody ridiculons is of very anclent
origin. From the most antique records of
India, we learn that a grand national festival
took place at this time of the year, [t was
customary on that day for each individual to
try and excel in ereating mirth at the exponse
of their less shrewd brethren,  And no doubt
it wag with extrome satistaction, mingled with
chucklings of pleasure, that some strapping
Rajlipoot, or some bouncing Mingapoor, or
some diminutive Hindoo, witnessed the depar-
ture of a doltish individual whom he had sent
on a fruitlezs expedition.  Plutarch speaks of
a *fools’ day™ in the early spring, when the
ypeople abstained from labor of every kind, and
engaged in werry sports, using ludicrous lan-
guage, and dressed in grotesyue garbs,

Another renson offored for the origin of this
day is, that the people, having just l..'l.)ll'l.rlt‘t“ll
the Lenten genson, and having restrained their
appetites, donying themselves amusemonts,
ete., during penitential service, would natu-

henring this statement, ¢

rally, on the day when their full liberty was
reglurn--l. throw off all restraint—solemnity
being followed by rejoicing, penetential ser-
Vicws gIVIng way o werry-making, and prayers
and vespers be suceseded by Inughter and di-
verglon. It is not fmprobable that on some
such day a ridiculous orvor might have onlled
forth the phlirnse “April fool,’* to be sver naed
thereafter as o jocular expression, Lot that
be a8 it may, all nations, in a greater or less
d_"l:l-'l'. celebrate the day in peeuliar style,
The dull nnd blundering, the sage and dis
ereet, both young ind old, will e caueht in
some snare set for them by the -'ulmiugr.:

The people of Beotland celsbirats the day by
gending the uninitiasted off on fruitless aud
never-ending journeys, telling them that at
certain stopping-places  information will 1
given them as to the object of thisr searchi.
Off would start some unknowing Buotian, and
after toiling from dawn till dask afoot, through
briers and over stubble, he eventually arvivad
at a little out-of-the-way place, and was thar
informed:—

“To«duy the tirst of April is,
Go hunt the gowk suolher mile

If the meaning of this singular messag:
dawned upon the muddled brain of the
April-fooled, back he went to his starting.

yst, to be received by his compunions with

antérs and * jeers for his own short-sightel
ness. Should he deem the subject worthy of
hig serions attention and earpest search, he
will plod on from place to plice, until the fre-
gquency of the message, “‘Go hunt the gowk,"
erm e no longer miginterproted,

They have o way of doing in some parts of
Germany which tends to ralse the ire of agel
and corpulent Tentong, and exoite their velie-
ment indignation, in thiz wise:—Hurly on
April-Fools’ day morning, a number ol youug
PUTBONS, in for a *‘time of it,"" 1”'"""'! atl once
to unhinge the gates from the fences, and, by
('li:lllgi‘ll’,‘._ cause a4 very incongistent Gppear-
ance to the street; ormunenting some rickety
old fence with a gate of aristocratival preten-
sions, and putting in inglorious contrast lordly
wialls with nneouth barvieades,

Years ago, the Duke of Lorraine and his
wife were imprisonsd in the goal of Nantes.
The First of April drawing nigh, a happy
thought struck the Duke. Profiting |'_\‘ it,
he and his wife, the one dressed s o ragmun
and the other as a huoksterwoman, pussad
through the prison gate. The keeper's wife,
detecting the disguise, callsd out to the
guard to0 prevent their escape; but he oried
“HApril fool,” and all the guards orled “April
fool,” with great zest. The incident being
told the Governor, he mwistrustod the resl fust,
and gent the police in search of the pseudo
ragman and lis companion; but he and his
wife had disappeared, occasioning great wrath
to the civic authorities and chagrin to the
guards,

But the First of April is especially a ‘ohil-
dren's'’ duy—in fact, a grand holiday for them,
on ghich they delight to create amusement
in their own childish ways. They ply their
faculties most earnestly to entangle ma, pa,
or somebody else in soms little snare, which
will cause gront langhter, and réap them
abnndant pleasure, And it fa surprising to
see how #oon the little chioks, just able to
toddle sbout and lisp a few words, will be-

~eoma initiated in the art of Aprll-foollng.

Here comes one:—'*1 thay, thir, vo dot
thomthin en your tote;’ and it will be con-
viulsed to see you look around, and under
yonur #Meeve, -n(f at your attempts to hlm

our own back. a4 century ago, w

e essentials to fashion were knee-breeches
and pumps, the ¢ry was: “‘Bir, your shoe's
unbuokled ;' but when buckles wers sue-
oeeded by strings, it was: ‘“Your boot's un-
laced.””  And now, since the advent of the
*‘ghignon horror," wany & lase, we doubt not,

will be sublect to puns and jexts innumerable.

On April-Fools® day jehus will be hurriedly
informed that their wheels are going, and, in
their exoitement, will lean from thelr exalted
{.eruheu to witness but a confirmation of the

act, and be startled by the shouts of bo 8
and the echoings of ““A ril——fool"—"foolm{‘
as they move out into the distance.

Pennies plentifully displayed on the publio
walks will disa r with amazing ripidity
from the hand that attempts to grasp them,
and be accompanied with chneklings of sup-
pressed lnnghter coming from behind fences
and tree-boxes, Stray packages, of number
unprocedentod — mementoes, apparently, of
their ownera’ great carelessness—will bo found
to contain certain mixtures of sgand, stones,
eto.  Doctors will be roused from pleasant
glumbers of profound meditations by the
furious ringing of the bell, and will rush in
great haste to the door to receive the highly
gratifying intelligence that at a distance not
legg than five miles, an unhappy feling is
shuffling off this mortal wi{. Or Bome
testy Individual will be sorenmingly informed
—*'Bir! you have lost something.” *“Whare 1!
“There.”! “What 1" “\Why your wits,
gir " and the boy dodges the stroke of n cane,

But the home cirole will probably witness a
greater portion of childish pranks, Evoery
pergon, great and small, will be subject for
Youthful eaprices; thers will be a jest for every
one; ridigule and boistarous mirth will com-
mingle; every one will receive his or her share,
from the old l{l‘:b!]flﬂll]lvl‘ to the little prattler
at his gide,  Nor will the servants be exempt,
but the full stock of waggery, jocularity, and
wit of the youngsters will be brought out.
